The Fost-DispatcH to-day presents 
another installment of the evidence of 
fraud at the election of November 2. It 
goes far towards explaining to the un- 
suspecting citizens the management of 
ward machinery and the corrupt control 
or @iéctions. The Post-DisPatcna draws 


which the evidence is submitted. 
So long as there is a single chance of the 
long list of suspected parties being inno- 
cent of criminal wrong-doing they should 
not be arraigned by publication. Every 
detail of the frauds will be submitted for 
the guidance of the citizens and officers of 
the law who have undertaken to purify 
the elections. To-day the evidence shows 
that the law was plainly violated and 
that in a single ward 151 forged 
entries of voters were made on 
the books of the deputy registrars 
which legitimately could not have passed 
into the hands of more than four or five 
men during the time the ward registra- 
tions were made. How many of these 
forgeries represent real persons, and how 
many are myths, only intended to ma- 
terialize by a “strikers’’ impersonation 
on election day is a problem that cannot 
be solved at this early stage of the investi- 
gation. It will, however, receive further 
attention before the cause of the honest 
citizens against corrupt ward politicians 
and rings“ and ‘‘bosses’’ is submitted 
for judgment. 

Below will be found some startling evi- 
dence of fraud. Large numbers of voters 
who had moved into other wards and 
other precincts were carried on the poll- 
books in the Tenth Ward on election day. 
Dead men were carried on the books as 
voters. Registrations from lumber- 
yards, vacant lots and bogus numbers 
were entered on the books“ as those 
of qualified electors, while the names 
of old citizens and property-owners 
within the same block were stricken from 
the lists, and on election day were de- 
prived of the right to vote. It is not 
probable that all the persons who moved, 
as shown below, willingly forfeited their 
right to vote from their new residence. If 
any of the list did avail themselves of this 
right, the question arises as to how the 
names appeared on the old precinct’s 
books. In some instances the parties car- 
ried as qualified voters had left the city as 
ong as three years ago, though the names 
have ever since been carried on the books. 
The full significance of these false entries, 
carrying over dead men, non-residents 
and removes“ will be shown in later 
chapters of this gigantic fraud. 

The books of the deputy registrars of the 
First Ward have been impounded in the 
United States court under & subpoena. 
They are the registers alternately used for 
the canvass of the ward. These were sub- 
mitted to an expert in handwriting, who 
pronounces all but two or three out of 154 
of the entries forgeries. The law specifi- 
cally requires each applicant for registra- 
tion to write hisown name if able,or to 
touch the pen in the presence of a witness 
as it is written on the reg- 
istration books. This is one of

firm) that we will support thé Constitution of 

the United States, and of the State of Missouri. 

We do furthermore swear (or affirm) that 

we have registered in “no Other election pre- 

cincts; that we and each of us have given our 

true names cas hereto subscribed); that we 

live in the places herein designated by us, and 

that we and each of us Rave truly answered all 

questions propounded to us touching our reg- 

istration.’’ And it shall be the duty of the 

Recorder of Voters and his deputies to call the 

special attention of each person who may offer 

to register to the nature ofthis oath. 
THE TRANSFER OF THIS POWER 

and definition of the duties of the deputy 

recorders is made by Sec. 11 as follows: 

An office for the registration of voters 

shall be opened in each ward of such city 

in such manner and for such times and 

under such conditions asshall be provided 

by the recorder of voters ot such city; 

and the recorder of voters shall appoint 

such deputy recorders of voters as he may 

require, whose duty it shall be to 

register such voters of the respective 

wards as may apply to them to be 

registered, upon taking the necssary oath

On Friday, October 29, 
Saturday, October 30, and Monday, No- 
vember 1, the last day preceding the elec- 
tion, F. W. Mathias, the Democratic 
United States Supervisor, and George M. 
Plunket, the Republican United States 
Supervisor, went through the precinct to 
investigate the names of these alleged vo- 
ters whose names appeared on the poll- 
books after the champion Democratic re- 
viser had turned in his books. Their re- 
port to Chief Supervisor Wood concern- 
ing these alleged voters is as follows:

A Talk With the Author of “Ben Hur” 
About His Books—New Work. 


Lew Wallace was at the Planters’ this morn- 
ing. The author of Ben Hur’’ and ‘The 
Fair God’’ sat in the hotel office with the 
mining expert, the up-country politician and 
„hair boarders’’ reading a morning paper. 
His heavy overcoat, trimmed with astrakhan, 
lay on the back of another chair, anda seal- 
skin cap was drawn down somewhat over 


a broad forehead. He is in no sort a 
dilettante in appearance, rather he has the 
look of a military man, and history knows he 
won the title of General by gallant service. 
A gray beard, not white entirely, yet of mod- 
erate length, softens the lines of his face. He 
wears gold-bowed spectacles that have worn a 
deep red line onthe bridgeof the nose. His 
manner and address is that of a ®an who has 
had experience with the wor!ld—tull of dignity 
and courtesy. The author of ‘‘Ben Hur“ has 
a larger number of readers interested in 
his personality than any other American 
writer if Harriet Beecher Stowe be excepted. 
On the list of; Houghton, Mifflin & Co.’s books, 
**Uncle Temes Cabin’’ is first in number of 
sales per annum. The Fair God’’ is second. 
Harper Bros. have ceased the issuing of 
editions of Ben Hlur,’’ and are now printing 
it continuously. The plates are never off the 
press.

designated Prince Nicholas of Mingrelia. 
Austria stated that any candidate would be 
acceptable to her, provided he was not 
a Montenegrin Prince. The reception of the 
nomination of Prince Nicholas convinced Rus- 
sia thata preconceived disposition existed to 
reject it, more because the nomination was 
advanced by Russia than from any objection 
to Prince Nicholas personally. Any other 
candidate that was patronized by Russia 
would encounter the same difficulty. Hence 
Russia is not disposed te chose another candi- 
date, though Europe might possibly accept 
him. Russia desires that before the 
candidature of Prince Nicholas be de- 
cided the regents and their supporters 
withdraw their opposition to him. and that 
he be fairly presented tothe Bularian people 
who shall be allowed to freely decide whether 
they will accept him or not. Russia will not 
consider the question of presenting the name 
of another candidate until the Bulgarians re- 
ject Prince Nicholas under the conditions 
mentioned above.

WASHINGTON, D. C., January 15.—The Pa- 
cific Railroad Oommittee, which in the past 
has been so persistent in bringing about the 
passage ot the Pacific railroad fuad- 
ing bill, chanBed front to-day and created 
something of a sensation in the House by 
refusing to bring up the bill, but instead in- 
troduced aresolution asking that a commis- 
sion be appointed to first inves the man- 
agement of the road and the methods of book- 
keeping that has prevailed for the past 
ten years. This that the

and that the opponents of the measure have 
compelled the committee to desist upon rail- 
roading the bill through. Upon the whole it 
isa victory for the opponents of the bill, leav- 
ing the committee in à humiliating position.

FIERCE FLAMES. 


Destruction of the Terre Haute Distillery— 
Two Blocks Burned. 


Terese Horn, Ind., January 15.—At 8 
o’clock this morning an alarm of fire called 
the department to tue Terre Haute Distillery, 
where a fire was found to be raging in the up- 
per floor of the main building,in which are the 
wine and beer rooms and the wine vats. It 
was found impossible to reach the fire with 
the stream, and for the time being the efforts 
of the firemen were turned to 
saving the surrounding buildings from 
destruction. About one thousand tons 
of hay are racked in the yard 


contiguous to the building. The firemen re- 
DN extinguished the flames which had 
started in the roofs of dwelling houres adja- 
cent. The roar of the flames and the hissing 
of the burning liquor was fearful, The crash- 
ing of the ponderous vats, the — 2 ap- 
paratus, the stills and all the network of ma- 
chinery wus appalling, At 4:30 a. m., the 
upper floors of the walis of the south 
wing went down into the seething mass of 
fire with a thunderous crash that made the 
groundtrembie. The fire spread downward 
through the building, and soon the boller- 
room was burning from end to end; tremen- 
dous ciouds of sparks and living coals of fire 
filled the air and were spread broadcast by the 
wind. Great fears were entertained for the 
safety of the bonded warehouse, but it was 
saved from destruction. 

In the building were not less than 65,600 gal- 
lons of highwines and 20,000 gallons of low- 
wines and rectified whisky. A large amount 
of rye malt and oats were in store also, and 
about ten thousand bushels of corn. The 
building is a total wreck. James Nugent, 
watchman,is supposed to have been buried 
in the flames, as he cannot be found. 
Mr. Crawford Fairbanks, principal owner, 
estimates the loss at $100,000; insurance will 
aggregate about 70,000. The building will be 
rebuilt as soon as possible. At 9 a. m. there 
was nothing standing except one brick wall. 
The Fire Department still have a number of 
streams playing on the burning ruins. 

One year ago this month a boiler explosion 
at the distillery killed seven men and causcd 
heavy damage to property. 


Foundry Burned. 


Prrrs gon, Pa., January 15.—Fulton & Son’s 
foundry and machine shops were damaged 
by fire this morning to the extent of 
about $4,000. It was the most ex- 
citing fire that has occurred here 


fora long time, and several employes were 
injured while attempting to escape from the 
burning building. The flames cut off egress 
from the upper floors and two workmen were 
compelled to seek safety by the windows. The 
fire was caused by an explosion of gasoline. 


Two Blocks Burned. 


BURLINGTON, Vt., January 15.—Fire broke 
out on Strong’s block shortly before midnight 


last night, and the building, with Ethan 
Allen's engine-house and Samuel Hunting- 
ton’s block, were totally destroyed. Loss, 
$50,000; insurance, $30,000.

THE WRANGLE IN INDIANA, 


Prospects That the Democrats Will Elect 
Turpie and the Republicans Harrison. 


INDIANAPOLIS, January 15.—In the Circuit 
Court this morning argument was continued 
in the injunction proceedings of Senator 
Smith against Lieut. -Gov. Robertson. 
Judge Turpie's argument occupied 
nearly two and a half hours and was 
considered exceedingly able and exhaustive. 


At its conclusion Judge Alex. ©. Ayres said 
that he would withhold his decision until 
Monday morning at ¥Yo’clook. There was a 
well-filled court-room, many prominent poli- 
ticlans of each of the two parties being 
present. Ex-Senator McDonald was an 
attentive listener to the argument of 
Mr. Turpie. The chief point made by Turvie 
was that the Constitution only provided for 
the election of Governor and Lieutenant-Gov. 
ernor every four years,and that,in case of 
death, the offices were filled by succession; 
that these four-year terms were im the 
nature of a reign, or dynasty, and that 
vacancies could not be supplied at a biennial 
election, even though a Governor or Lieu- 
tenant-Government should die immediately 
after induction into office. He heid strongly 
that there had for this session been no election 
of Lieutenunt-Governor. 

Judge Ayers’ decision will be followed by an 
immediate appeal to the Supreme Court, and 
a final ruling may be Landed down on 
Tuesday, but this is not probable. Present 
indications are that two joint conven- 
tions will be held, and that the 
Democrats will elect Judge Turpie as 
Senator andthe Republicans Gen. Harrison. 
It is not theught the Democrats of the Senate 
will unseat more than one Republican, and it 
is probable that action in his case will be de- 
ferred until Monday. The Senator to be un 
seuted is W. N. McDonald, who is charged 
with procuring votes by bribery. 


BOLD BANDITS, 


Train Men Have a Desperate Fight with 
Masked Robbers. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., January 15.—Five masked 
robbers boarded a Panhandle freight train 
near Sheridan Station, just at the outskirts of 
the city last night, but they were detected in 
the act of throwing freight from the moving 
train, and in a desperate fight which 


ensued Fireman Curley was shot through 
the right thigh, and a _ brakeman 
was knocked senseless with a stoné. The 
train-men then gave up the fight to attend to 
the injured men and the thieves escaped. The 
train was loaded with merchandise, and 
express matter, and when nearing Sheridan 
tunnel, the engineer noticed that nis train was 
dragging.

PROTECTING VOTERS. 

Gov. PaTTIson of Pennsylvania in his 
last message to the Legislature refers to 
sundry devices and expedients for destroy- 
ing the secrecy of the ballot and enabling 
employers or vote-buyers to spot“ and 
intimidate voters at the polls, Where it is 
lawful to use election tickets of a great 
variety of shapes, sizes or colors the use 
of tickets of some particular shape, size 
or color renders entirely practicable the 
‘‘spotting’’ that is necessary to control 
the voting of employes or the casting of 
bribed votes. To secure greater inde- 
pendence to the voter and at the same 
time to render vote-buying more 
impracticable, Gov. PaTTISON recom- 
mends that the law be so amend- 
ed as to require that all election 
tickets shall be of a uniform size and color 
prescribed by law. Our Missouri law pro- 
vides against misleading headlines, and 
that each election ticket shall be ‘‘a piece 
of white paper, but leaves ample room. 
for ‘‘spotting” by the use of tickets of dif- 
ferent sizes, and it is notorious that, with- 
out fear of the law, means can be and are 
safely and successfully, used to compel 
men to deposit the tickets that are placed 
in their hands. For the opportunities of 
fraud inseparable from the so-called se- 
cret ballot system, that system yields no 
compensation unless the seoresy of the 
ballot is so guarded as to be absolutely 
inviolable, and the Legislature should 
guard it with effective regulations and 
protect the freedom of the voter with se- 
vere penalties.

WHERE a party polls for years not only 
a minority but even less than a plurality 
of the lawfully polled votes in a State, 
yet keeps control of the Legislature of that 
State, its government may be republican 
in form, but certainly is not in spirit or in 
fact. New York has had a long succession 
of Democratic Governors elected by the 
people, while the Legislature has re- 
mained Republican by a large majority. 
The districts have been so gerrymandered 
that the Legislature was bound to 
represent the minority rather than 
the majority or even a plurality of 
the votes polled. In Connecticut 
a similarly constituted Legislature 
is not only authorized by the Constitution 
of the State to thwart the declared will of 
the people in matters of legislation, but to 
elect as Governor the candidate whom the 
people have just rejected for that office by 
a plurality of over 3,000 votes. To guard 
against the election of a Governor by a 
minority vote, the Constitution of the State 
absurdly provides that a plurality, when 
less than a majority, shall not count, and 
that a Legislature which does not repre- 
sent even a plurality may, in such case, 
elect the candidate who has been most 


plainly rejected by the people.

FOREIGN ECHOES. 


THE event of the week in Europe has bean 
the discussion of the army bill, which pre- 
ceded the dissolution of the German Reich- 
stag, especially the speech of Bismarck. As 
every newspaper has noticed the speech, a 
vote on its meaning would prove very inter - 
esting, one-haif of the able editors 
showing that the speech means war 
while the other half are prepared to 
show that it means peace. It undoubtedly 
means an increase of the army for Germany, 
acorresponding increase for France, a pur- 
chase of Mannlicher rifles for Austria, a roll- 
ing-up of sleeves in Italy, anxious expecta- 
tions in Switzerland, and grim gatherings of 
the legions of the Colossus of the North. 


THE speech certainly served notice on 
France of what Germany would do in the event 
of that big war, say in 1890, in comparison 
with which the war of 1870 was mere child’s 
play. In describing the possibilities of a 
German defeat he said Germany would have to 
deal with the same French who had 
ruined them from 1807 to 1813, 
and who would permanently weaken thé 
Empire. This means, of course, that if Ger- 
many is victorious she would treat France 
justas France would have treated Germany. 
The demand to give up Hanover would be met 
by a demand to give up French territory, and 
France would be permanently disabled.“ 
There is no mistaking the meaning of this. 


OnE of the interesting features ofthe dis- 
turbance is the report thatthe Pope and the 
Papal Court will, in case of war, move to 
Monaco. There is probably nota grain of 
truth in the report, but the mere suggestion 
of a removal of the Papacy turns the mind back 
to the period when Avignon and not 
Rome was the residence of the head of the 
Catholic Church. If the Pope should need 
money to pay the costs of removal, he has 
been informed by the Italian Government that 
the accumulations of his untouched annuity 
now amount to some $10,000, 000. 


THE rejection ofthe billand the immediate 
dissolution of the Reichstag bring us face to 
face with the threat thatthe rejection of the 
bill would mean war. Bismarck is not accus- 
tomed to talk for mere buncombe, 
and in a speech intended for all Europe 
he must have weighed his words well. He 
also knew that the Reichstag would reject the 
bill, and it remains to be seen whether this 
threat was a prophecy orabiuff. A few weeks 
will see a new Reichstag elected, which is ex- 
pected to be equally stubborn and then the 
European crisis will be intensified. 


THERE is nothing but military news from 
Europe. Even England’s Government is 
shaped by warlike currents. Lord Randolph 
Churchill leaves the Cabinet because he 
does not approve of Salisbury’s army estt- 
mates and Austrian alliances; Lord Iddesleigh 
is dismissed from office to heaven to make room 
for Salisbury’s foreign policy. In France 
the Simplon tunnel project is set aside for the 
St. Bernard tunnel on account of the superior 
strategic advantages of the latter, and the 
progress of the century is marked by France 
tunneling a road to Italy under tnat pass over 
which Napoleon rode on a mule when he 
abolished the Alps.

Since Moltke’s important speech at the 
Reichtag the papers are full of anecdotes re- 
lating to the Generel, and the following is one 
of them, related by Bismarck: ‘‘When on the 
eve of war even Moltke becomes talkative, 
and when we marched in 1870 he at onve grew 
ten years younger, spoke with vivacity, took 
pleasure in champagne and choice cigars, and 
lost all his pedantry acquired while resting on 
the laurels he had gained in 1866. During the 
battle of Konigsgratz, when victory was 
doubtful for hours, Bismarck approached 
Moltke, tormented by doubts and fears as to 
the result of the terrible struggle. Moltke sat 
silent on his black steed. He was observing 
the course of the battle, and it was impossible 
to attract his attention. But Biemarck had a 
little case in his pocket containing two cigars, 
one of excellent, the other of inferior quality. 
He offered the case to Moltke, and, without 
speaking, the General took it, examined the 
two cigars, and chose the good one without 
thanks. But Bismarck understood him. He 
put spurs to his horse and cheerfully returned 
to his post, for, thought he, if Moltke is still 
able to make choice of a cigar with such calm- 
ness of mind it means that all is going on 
well.“

New YORK, January 15.—The WORLD says: 
„„The passage of the interstate commerce bill 
in the Senate, by the decisive vote of 43 to 15, 
is a triumph ofthe people over the corpora- 
tions, the pool makers and the stock gam- 
blers. The bill itself may not be either per- 
fect or adequate in all its details. Undoubt- 
edly itis not. But there is sufficient discre- 
tion given to the Governmental agents and 
enough adjustability in the provisions of the 
bill to insure against any great injustice or 
harm tothe railroads. The important thing 
was to assert the power of the people over the 
corporations tha they have created for their 
service, but which have proved in too many 
instances instruments of oppression and ex- 
tortion. The bill does this. It proclaims that 
the master has not yet abdicated to the sery- 
ant. Itis gratifying to note that the Senate of 
the United states is occasionally responsive 
to the will of the people. 

THE SUN. 

The Sun says: ‘‘It is reported that Inasmuch 
as Mr. Randall opposed Col. Morrison’s 
bill, Col. Morrison is determined to resist the 
enactment ofthe scheme to reduce taxation 
which is to be presented by Mr. Randall.

Theophilus French was for eight 
of the principal accountants in the 
He was Gen. Spinner’s Chief of Acc ntants, 
He was for three years Commissioner ang 
Auditor of Pacific Railroad accounts. }, 
organized that bureau and drafted the lay 
which gave it its present authority. ur. 
French assisted Mr. Thurman wuen 
the latter succeeded in passing 
through Congress a law known as the Thurman 
act to compel the Pacific Railroads to take 
some steps to meet their obligations to the 
Government. When Mr. French was at the 
head of the last-mentioned office he made 3 
thorough examination of the books of the Cen- 
tral Pacific and Union Pacific roads. Mr. 
French was given his place in the Interior De. 
partment on account of his superiority as an 
accountant. Having expert knowledge, ac. 

quired during his eight years of official work, 
he was able to bring to the examination of the 
Pacific Railroad’s accounts unusual require. 
ments and accurate powers of discernment, 
He made during the three years he was audi. 
tor more thorough examinations of the books 
than have ever since been made by any andi. 
tor. During his three years of official service he 
rejected in the accounts of the Pacific Raliroads 
over $2,000,000 as having been improperly dis. 
bursed. These rejected accounts need a brief 
explanation in order to fully comprehend 
them. Underthe Thurman act 2 per cent of 
the net earnings of the subsidized roads has 
to be paid into the Treasury of the United 
States toward wiping out the debt due tne 
Government In order to arrive at the correct 
amount of the net earnings it is important to 
scrutinize closely the items of money dis- 
bursed. Money improperly disbursed cannot 
be deducted. Mr. French found in the short 
time that he was in the office accounts to the 
sum just named which the railroad officials 
would not explain. This was the manner of 
their discovery : 

THE DISCOVERY. 

Mr. French, in running through the ac- 
counts, would und an itemof large expend. 
iture in the name of C. P, Huntington, Leland 
Stanford, or other prominent representatives 
ofthe road. The sum would be on the books 
without explauation. Mr. French would ask: 
What is the meaning of this expenditure? 
For what was the money paid out? There are 
no vouchers here. In no instance was an 
explanation ever offered in the list of accounts 
rejected by him. Mr. French warned the rall- 
road officials thatif the accounts were not ex- 
plained they would have to be rejected. 
In several instances the officers of the road 
withdrew and consulted about explaining the 
items questioned, but refused to explain 
For the first time these accounts are given to 
the public. The large amounts in this ac- 
count indicate a most reckless expenditure of 
money and demand an investigation. Tho 
Government is entitled to 25 per cent of this 
. if properly expended. It is a part ot 
the history of these roads’ operations in 
Washington that suit was ordered to be 
brought against them by French, when he 
was Auditor, to recover money alleged to 
bave been illegally expended. But 
through the Department of Justice prosecu- 
tion failed and was never heard of. he total 
ofthe rejected accounts running througha 

eriod from November 6, 1869 to December 31, 

0, reaches the enormous sum of 51,986, 

516.80. The amount disbursed by Leland Stan- 
ford alone, the present Senator from Calafor- 
nia and which henever soughtto expiain, 
reaches the enormous aggregate of $733,810.07. 
Huntington’s unexplained disbursements 
during that time were $675,900.80. 

Under the head of legal expenses direct 
were a number of large items which were also 
disallowed. The amount of legal expenses 
rejected were $187,564.43. This makes a total 
over $2,000,000 of rejected accounts. 

OFFICIALLY CORROBORATED, 

The story is important because, among 
other reasons, it comes from an official source. 
It represents the result of Mr. French's in- 
spection, and the correctness of his examina: 
tion is further attested by a prominent official 
now actually employed under the Govern- 
ment, who assisted him in woking the 
examinations of these books and who helped 
him to take off the items of the disallowed ac- 
counts. In this connection itis interesting to 
read through the letters of Mr. Huntington, 
which were brought out in the latter part ot 
1883, in the famous suit brought by Mrs. Col- 
ton against C. P. Huntington. It will be re- 
membered that these letters to a great 
degree covered a period when Ur. 
Huntington was working very earnestly in the 
interest of legislation at Washington. 
These letters, published ata time when there 
was no particular legisiation pending, did not 
appear to have very much point, but viewed 
in connection with the disallowed accounts 
they have much more point and meaning. If 
the Pacific roads were ready then to pour out 
money like waterto carry out their purposes 
it is reasonable to conclude that they have not 
ay changed, and that the pending legis- 
lation in Congress to-day, in their interest, s 
backed up by the same class of arguments and 
manipulations as those so elogquentiy de- 
scribed by Mr. Huntington in his letters to 
Friend Colton.

THE NEW PITCHING RULE. 

A great deal of misinformation bas been pub- 
lished about the new pitching rule, which is 
to govern the game this year, says 
an expert. About two out of every 
three papers which have observed the 
rule have done it on the theory that both feet 
must be on the ground when the ball leaves 
the pitcher’s band; and that the left foot must 
be kept to the left of a real line drawn through 
the middle of the box. The facts in the prem.- 
ises are these: The right foot must 
be laced on the rear line of 
the ox when the position is taken, 
and the left foot must be placed to the left of 
an imaginary line from the right foot to the 
center of the home plate. Thisimaginary line 
does not necessarily run throagh the center of 
the box, but can take a diagonal course, ac- 

cording to the position of the right foot—as it 
may bein either of the rear corners of the 
box, as well as on the center part of the right 
line. The objectof this imaginary line pro- 
vision is to prohibit the practice most 
itchers have of throwing the lett 
oot around so far as to partially turn 
their backs to the batter. When the ball 
is delivered the pitcher can raise bis right foot 
at any time, but the moment he does raise it 
the delivery begins and the base- runner can 
be off. He must take but one step forward, 
but can make that step a jump if be desires, 
and have his right foot completely away trom 
the rear line when the ball leaves his hand. 
This can be best illustrated by the peculiar 
delivery of Mullane. In his double step and 
ump he always delivers the ball with his left 
oot on the ground and the right foot elevated 
considerably. Again, the practice so many 
—1— have assumed of concealing the 
all behind them before delivering is prohib- 
ited, and they are forced to bold it fairly in 
front of their bodies in plain sight of the um- 
pire. Pechiney, Caruthers, Foutz, Hecker 
and Lynch were good examples of the pitchers 
who hid the dall“ before delivering it, the 
object being to prevent the batter from getting 
his eyes on it until it was fairly on the way to 
the bat. Such pitchers as young Hart of the 
Athletics will not be affected by this provision 
of the rule, since he holds it squarely in front 
of his face before delivering, as though taking 
deliberate aim. Again, the rule radically dif- 
fers from that in use last year by the American 
Association in thatit permits the movement 
of the left foot in throwing to bases, but not 
the right, while last season the right could be 
lifted from the ground, but not the left. In 
other words the pitcher pivoted on the left 
foot last season, but must pivot on the right 
foot this season.

THE REALISTIC “CULT” 


THE FLESHLY SCHOOL ILLUSTRATED BY 
MISS EASTLAKE’S GREEK COSTUMES. 


The Sensuocusness of Fine Physique and 
Clinging Fabrics—Argument for an Anti- 
Whalebone Cenvention—“‘Clito’s” Lesson 
in Stage Art—Wlisen Barrett as an Actor— 
His New Hamlet and the Impressions It 
Makes—The Bensberg Operatic Perform- 
ance—Annourncements for Next Week—The 
Hat Reform Gossip About Piays and 
Players—Coulisse Chat. 


The ‘‘cult’’ ef physical sensuousness and 
natural realism in speech and dress which 
rules in anti-Philistine circles has strong ad- 
vocates in the play of ‘‘Clito’’ and in the 
dress of Miss Eastlake. 

It is the fashion in this set to abjure pru - 
dery, to regard all nature as clean, to talk of 
things as they are and to glory in physical per- 
fection. Not only to glory in it all alone in 
the inner consciousness and the retired bou- 
doir, but to permit others to revel in glimpses 
ot what mature has done for stalwart or fair 


philosophers. 

It is the realistic school of society. It is 
akin tothe Greek school, which held beauty 
as a good and worshipfal quality, and magni- 
fied not enly the senses but the power to de- 
light them as almost divine. It feund expres- 
sion in the practice ef exalting a splendid 
specimen of manhood above his fellews, and 
ef placing the lovely courtesan of ancient 
times on a pinnacle of admiration and devo- 
tion from the best and west intellectual men 
of the community. 

The ‘‘cult’’ believes in realism in all things— 
that the most beautiful thing is nature in per- 
fection, aud that art is good only in so far as it 
copies nature. It joins the highest refinement 
with the plainest speech and the best intel- 
lectual achievement with delicate sensuous- 
ness. It aims, however, to aveid sensuality 
and revels in the airy indulgence of ideal en- 
joyment in beauty. 

Olito expresses this idea in certain ways 
with a suggestion of gressness and with the 
ruin ot the good. Miss Eastlake has the task 
of presenting beauty as an evil, to be sure, 
anda temptation to wrong, but in its most 
alluring form and in the guise of light and 
goodness tothe man who is to fall by its 
charms. 

Her means to this end are a voluptuous and 
fine physique, India gossamer and silk mull 
or some other gauzy and clinging fabric. 
The resources are ample for the purpose and 
Miss Eastiake handles them well. 
She is a large woman, not fieshy, 
but fall in outline with a rounded, classic 
neck, ample, smooth shoulders, arms of a 
Juno, and—well the silken fabric that fits as a 
glove has nochance for subterfuge or story- 
telling and its outline fulfilis the promises 
made by the revealed charms. Theredoes not 
appear to be any discount on the promises if 
strong Opera-giasses are to be believed. 


When Miss Eastlake steps into the studio of 
Clito in her clese-titting garmert, enveloped 
in India gossamer and with bits of drapery 
looped and tacked here and there just to make 
the telescopic search for star points interest- 
ing and tantalizing,there is a decided sensation 
in the audience. The dudes careen toward the 
stageas if they were hangingto strapsin a 
cable car swinging areund a cerner, and there 
is a strained appearance about their eyes and a 
restiess movement of the glasses that indi- 
cates extreme anxiety not to lose anything. 

Tights, drum corps and first opera bouffe rev- 
elations fade away into obscurity as charm-dis- 
coverers before this new outfit. It does not 
make a cast-iron medel of the upper half of 
the body and leave the limbs dangling out in 
smooth primness. It does not make itself lia- 
ble to arrest for false pretenses by giving a 
whalebone outline which will accommodate 
all kinds of variegated articles behind 
it. It is natural realism enhanced by 
a shifting of the points of interest and a hide- 
and-seek coquettishness of revelation and 
concealment which has a charm of its own. 

It discards corsets as utterly abherrent to 
its notions of soft and gruceful modulation of 
surface; it dotes on a giove-fit which preserves 
all the undulating grace of the feminine waist 
in warm flesh and changing motion, and it 
clings to the tieback as a necessary accentua- 
tion of swelling lines. It is early spring clothed 
inthe airy and changing vapor of its own 
zephyrs, or summer enveloped in gathering 
end dissolving fleece-clouds. With whateyer 
it may be compared it starts a distinct thrill 
which ripples around the heuse as the undu- 
lations of the fabric begin where the pink of 
the skin ends and pass over the figure merg- 
ing into wavy shimmers on the limbs, in har- 
mony with the movement ef the woman. The 
electric climax is reached when Miss Eastlake 
throws herself over the fur covered couch in 
artfully artless abandon while incense fills the 
air and music invites to luxurious repose. 

Itis sensuous beauty hiding behind cob- 
webs and covering its tinted grety in fairy 
fossamerand it is realism in disguise with 
the mask off, and if the revelation of what it 
can accemplish does not result in a conven- 
tion forthe abelition of whalebone andthe 
prevaience of Greck costume the dudes are 
sunk beyond recovery ina condition of in- 
nocuous desuetude,’ 


In several respects ‘‘Clito’’ is a revelation 
ot stage art. Take its accuracy of representa- 
tion, its series ot pictures, its marvelous fidel- 
ity to detail and its smooth, effective stage 
business, and it surpasses any production that 
has been seen in St. Louis. Some of its busi- 
pees is wonderful in taste, fitness and effect. 
Mr. Barrett in the studio does some finely 
which is delicate and 
scarcely noticeable, but, nevertheless, makes 
the complete and finished whole. S0 too in 
the room of Helle everything that ingenuity, 
study and intelligent taste can suggest is made 
te contribute to the natural realism and the 
effectiveness of the sceme.

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THE NEW “HAMLET.’’ 


Mr. Wilson Barrett's Presentation Last 
Evening of the Play. 


Tradition received a black eye at the Olym- 
pic last night. It was not killed, but was in- 
jured in some parts by contact with the pro- 
gressive spirit. The new Hamlet of Mr. Wil- 
son Barrett was presented te a large and intelll- 


gent audience and the audience gave it warm 
approval, and at times enthusiastic applause. 

Mr. Barrett's Hamlet cannot be treated 
lightly or superficially merely from the stand- 
point of grace of action, ease or smooth 
and flowing reading of the lines. One 
must probe Zooper than this for the concep- 
tien of Hamiet and then for the fidelity with 
which this conception is given form. 

Mr. Barrett commands adiniration for one 
fine quality particularly. That is his bold 
vigor. He goes t the heart of things and is 
not afraid to expose what he finds there. 
Neither prejudice nor tradition, both high 
barriers to progress in the minds of the 
masses, deter him from giving expression to 
what he thinks is right and in accordance with 
reason. This is the stuff that advances the 
world a peg and teaches it that a new thing 
may be a good thing. 

There is no need to demolisha cherished 
idol. There is no need to blot out forever the 
beautiful picture which has stood for the 
Hamlet in the affections ofall. Let Edwin 
Booth be placed in his niche in the temple as 
the perfect model of the long-accepted Ham- 
let. Poetic, tinged with the sombre melan- 
choly of a soul that is sick and weary 
of life, that is crushed with a terrible 
load of crime and an assumed responsibility 
to punish it; a delicately sensitive and philo- 
sophic soul, with purpose paralyzed by con- 
science and vain reasoning, dreaming, stum- 
bling, halting, he goes down into the black- 
ness of death and despair with the probiem of 
life and duty lightened with vivid flashes of 
inspiration, but unsolved, with yet a great 
mystery enveloping him and his conclusion, 
One is in doubt if he be really sane 
or insane, and one is not eure 
whether he loves Ophelia or not. 
Undoubted decisi to be revenged and to 
punish crime never rests fully on his 
shoulders. In Mr. Booth’s hands this intel- 
lectual and poetic character is a work of art 
beautifully molded, exquisitely suggested and 
interpreted with a rhythm and beauty of read- 
ing that charms the ear and fascinates the 
mind. 

But is this all? Shall it be said finally 
that this ends Hamlet; that no mind can 
fathom his depths or ascend his heights; 
that he himself, his real nature, his genuine 
motives, his reasens and conclusions, sbail 
remain in obscurity and above humanity? 
Shall all light on the subject be rejected and 
cast out as worthless? Shall it be forever de- 
nied that there is any other standpoint from 
which the human creation of human genius 
may be viewed? Shall certain lives remain 
forever in uncertainty? This would bar all 
original study and progress. 

Here comes a youth of noble nature, with 
fine intellectual powers, touched with moral- 
izing and daliying philosophy, and yet with 
the heart of aman, with his passions, his 
emotions, his impulses, moved by the consid- 
erations that move men, with strong purposes 
to gain, and yet with natural doubts as to the 
— on means and as to what his duty is. He 

as an end in view and in studying how that end 
shall be reached, hits upon a strategy—feigned 
insanity. This is in the lines and 
cannot be controverted. He loves ardently, 
passionately, and yet stern purpose crushes 
this love, and it lies bleeding at his feet, 
sacrificed to asense of duty. 

Here are some plain points in his conception 
of Hamlet, his strong humanity that is moved 
and swayed by all that appeals to man, his 
sanity, his genuine love for Ophelia. These 
are vividly and unmistakably developed. 

Mr. Barrett's character of Hamlet cannot 
be separated from his production ot the play. 
It must be taken in its entirety asa complete 
interpretation ofthe creation. To stop at his 
own methods and find their faults would be 
an easy task. One could say at once that his pe- 
culiarities of modulation and acertain jerky 
rapidity of speech mars certain passages for 
the ear, but this does not make Hamlet and 
his interpretation of the character as a whole

are high walls, are built of fine sand-

were built. Many 1 who have never 
seen cliff houses have an idea that the 
rock has been cut away by human hands, 
Dut the hand of Nature cut out the ledges 
years o, how many man cannot con- 
ceive. The water cut away the softer 
Strata of sandstone, in some places five 
feet, in others * feet, and even more, 
and varying n depth, sometimes 
fifty feet back in under the 
overhangin cliff. Thus roof and 
floor are of solid sandstone. In some 
aoe the overhanging cliff protects the 

ulldings, so that there has never been a 
drop of rain or flake of snow touched 
them. This accounts for thestate of pres- 
ervation in which they are found. 

During my stay in the canon I gathered 
dozens, yes hundreds, of relics that would 
have made the heart of an antiquarian 
giad, but did not carry one away with me 
when I left. I found many specimens of 
* Everything from drink 
n cups to water pots holding 
fifteen or twenty gallons. The  pot- 
sory is decorated in many curious designs. 
In different ruins I found moccasins made 
from the leaves of the soapweed, or Span- 
ish bayonet, varying in size from No. 6 to 
No. 9. In many places the —~, oy of a 
hand covered with gypsum can be found. 
The hands are all small, though from the 
moccasins their feet must have been those 
of average size peonle. I found a great 
many coils of twine and pieces of Tepe 
‘made of fibre resembling hemp. The 
‘twine was not larger than a large-size 
fishing line, and time has not hurt it in 
‘the least, as it isso strong that a man 
cannot break it easil ywith bare hands. The 
finest specimen Ifound wasa dress skirt 
‘made from feathers, or rather from the 
‘down; the outside of the feather had been 
1 plucked, the down separated 
from the quill and carefully wound 
around twine strings, and the whole 
‘worked into a skirt about two feet in 
— Being a man I am at a loss for 
words to describe this article of female 
‘apparel, but should think that it required 
not less than six months’ work to make it. 
he largest cliff house is . ofa 
better description thanIcan give, but I 
will try to describe it in my own way. It 
„is situate in Bear Canon (so named by 
Epospecters), about three miles from the 

ancos Canon, on the west side. From 
the bottom of the canon it requires about 
one and one-half miles’ walk from a point 
immediately below it to reach it. In 
climbing the cliffs on the route I took I 
found footsteps cut in the rock, and think 
the people who lived here must 
have gone up in the same way 
that I did. When I arrived 1 found 
a perpendicular cliff about forty feet 
hig , which I climbed, by the aid of a rope 
which I threw onto a small cedar, at the 
risk of breaking my neck, but I was well 
repaid for my trouble by finding a build- 
ing at least 250 feet in length, six stories 
in height in the front and from four to six 
rooms deep into the cliff. This seems to 
have been a chief’s house, or perhaps a 
Pan-Electric director, or perhaps a boodle 
man. The rooms were finely plastered 
with eypeum, which had a beautiful pink 
cast. In one room were stone lasts,rudely 
shaped, but after the fashion of the shoe- 
maker’s last of to-day. Another room 
had arrow heads, stone axesand hatchets. 
There are also two weaving rooms. In 
one there is a rude kind of loom, in the 
other shuttles and other implements for 
weaving; but as I do not understand 
weaving as well as the ancients, I cannot 
describe them. I found specimens of cloth 
resembling coarse linen. At one end I 
found a chicken-house with roosts for 
chickens. L[also found juss of pottery 
made to resemble our white mountain 
quail, and think —- that the moun- 
tain quail was at one time the domestic 
fowl of these people. 

There is alsoa roomin which venison 
has been smoked. Every building hasa 
round water-tank, from ten to fifteen 
feet across, and the ee buildings as 
many asthree. The tanks vary in depth 
from five to ten feet. The kitchens of 
these buildings seem to have been built 
weaker than any other part, as they have 
nearly all tumbled down, while the 
other parts of the buildings are 14 $ 
There are bushels of broken pottery in the 
— fallen down, so I naturally supposed 

em to be kitchens. I never found a 
building in which the kitchen was stand- 
ing, but do not doubt but there 
are some of them left standing. If one 
could be found that had not fallen, I think 
that there would bea great deal of pot- 
tery found. In every ruin can be found 
corncobs and husks, squash rinds, bone 
knives, and curious articles that I could 
not make out for what use they were in- 
tended. There are one or more granaries 
connected with every building. They 
have doors and windows in which slabs 
are fitted to such a nicety that a mouse 
could never get into them. There are 
also cellars in which Ifonnd large jars 
covered with smooth, flat stones. hat

The buildings were heated with a rude 
kind of furnace, a passageway built of 
stone and cement inside running the full 
length of the lower floor, as I supposed for 
err ying heat to different apartments.

Its orna- 
mentation is a pattern of scale-like de- 
sign, which shows alternately figures of 
lions and birds set in a pattern of finely 
traced leaves. The girdle is of silk, but 
only long untwisted strands remain. The 
feet and legs up tothe knees are covered 
with silk stockings, which seems to be of 
a fine network texture. Three broad 
parallel bands and as many smaller ones 
are wound round in spiral fashion, and 
fasten them. The shoes, which come 
up above the ankle, and have two deep 
slits, are made of gold brocade; they are 
ornamented by circular embroideries 
sewed on. Thesoles of the shoes are of 
leather. The pastoral staff lies in the 
arms, from the right shoulder to the left 
foot. It is of soft wood, ending with a 
ferule and spike; at top there is aspherical 
ball of hammered bronze, out of which 
issues a crook of soft wood, which ends in 
a bronze lily set ina square socket.
